BALANCE SHEET 


Referring now to the balance 
sheet, you will notice that certain 
items show very substantial changes 
as compared with the previous year, 
and. with your approval, I propose 
to confine mv remarks to these items, 

Taking the asset side of the 
balance sheet, loans and current 
accounts with. subsidiary companies 
(less provision for doubtful accounts) 
shows a reduction of £3,473,810, as

To some extent this reduction is 
due to the capitalisation of part of 
the amounts owing by subsidiary 
companies, which 1s, of course, re- 
flected in an increase in shares and 
bonds in subsidiary companies. It 
is also partly due to the fact that 
during the year under review your 
directors have thought it advisable 
to set un out of income an amount 
sufficient to cover the whole of the 
sums (fortunately not large) still 
due from companies now In enemy 
Or enemy-occupied territories.

Stocks of leaf, manufactured goods 
and materials. at cost or under, show a 
substantial increase of #&2,415,119 as 
compared with the corresponding figure 
in Jast vear’s halance sheet. This is 
very largely due to the increased value of 
leaf tobacco. You are probably aware 
that the 1941 American leaf crop (of 
which only part was sold prior to Septem- 
ber. 1941) realised very high prices. 
The prices of the 1942 American teaf 
crop show still further increases, and 
these higher prices are naturally reflect 
in the increased value of leaf stocks a 
the end of the financial year. 


NET PROFITS 


This brings me to the profit and loss 
account, from which you will have noticed 
that the net profits for year, after 
making provision for taxation and con- 
tingencies, amount. to £3,065,548, repre- 
senting a reduction of £1,022,216 as 
compared with the previous year. 

Last vear we carried forward a balance 
To this must be added 
the profits ww previously mentioned 
(£3.065,348), less the dividend on the 
5 per cent. Preference stock of £225.000, 
on the 6 per cent. Preference stock of 
£560.000, and the three _ interim, 
dividends paid during the year on the 
Ordinary stock, amounting te 21,979,813. 
leaving a disposable balance of 
£2.838.692, out of which the directors 
recommend the distribution on 31st 
March next of a final dividend (free of 
U.K. income tax) on the issued Ordinary 
etock of 4d. per £1 of stock, amonnting 
to £3595.963 leaving £2,442,729 to be 
carricd forward. 

During the year under review only one 
dividend was received from China, and 
that was in November, 1941. In view 
of the developments in China subsequent 
to that date your cirectors thought it 
inadvisable to treat this dividend as 
income, and an amount equivalent to 
the net dividend after tax was set up as 
a reserve against your company’s sub- 
stantial investment in China. 

For reasons which were explained to 
you in my speech at the annual general 
meeting last year. your company’s 
income for this year includes no dividend 
from its subsidiary company in the U.S: 
of America. During the year under 
review increased taxation has been im- 
posed on the carnings of many of your. 
company’s subsidiary and associate] 
companies in varions parts of the world, 

which has naturally affected the net 
earnings of those companies. and their. 
dividend policy. 

Taking all the foregoing into account, 
I do not think you will consider the 
results foryhe year to be unsatisfactory. 


U.S.A. SUBSIDIARY 


T think you would like me to say 
something with regard to our subsidiary 
company in the U.S.A., in connection 
with whose financial arrangement with 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. I 
made reference at the annual general 
meeting last year. 

In addition to increased taxation. ME 
gubsidiarv company in the .A.

A meeting of the Fine Gael

stood that the attitude of the Party 
in regard to the motion of Deputies 
Cole and Byrne, requesting the post- 
ponement of the general election, 
wili be under consideration. 

A general election may be sprung 
at the last moment, and the party.
